REINA MERCEDES. 


Her Sinking Our of the Oram at Ic Inci­ 
dents at Santiago. 
H eadquarters of G eneral Shafter, July 
5, K ingston. Jam aica, July 7.—The de­ 
struction of the Spanish cruiser Reina 
Mercedes last night (M onday) accounts 
for the last ship of Admiral Cervera’s 
once splendid squadron. 
She lies today 
iu plain view, her bow resting on the 
ba-e of the beach under El Morro. 
Part 
of the hull is above w afer and her masts 
and two stacks are entirely out of water. 
It i* not yet know n w hether she a t­ 
tem pted to escape from the harbor or 
W hether the Spaniard* tried to -ink her 
near the hull of the M errimac and thm 
block the entrance to prevent the A m eri­ 
can* from getting in. 
Her sinking wa* m ost dram atic. Ju st 
after m idnight die wa* seen drifting 
slowly out of the narrow entrance by 
one of the Am erican scouts. 
In a mo­ 
m ent the fleet w as ablaze w ith signal* 
aud almost instantly an aw ful hail of 
shell* wa* ham m ering down upou her. 
It is not known w hether she returned 
the fire, hut the shore butteries opened 
aud one ff-inch shell fell on the Indi­ 
an a's forward deck, exploding below. 
The explosion occurred in the in c u s 
sleep!ngrooms, but all were at quarters 
sud no one was hurt. 
No other Am erican ship wa* hit dur- 
ng the engagem ent — or incident — 
winch lasted only a few m inutes.

LA BOURGOGNE. 


French Liner Goes to the 
Bottom With 
Five 
Hundred Souls. 


Halifax, July 7.—In one of the thick 
fogs, which at this tim e of the year 
hang like a pall over the G rand Banks 
and Sable island in the N orth A tlantic, 
has occurred one of th e most appalling 
ocean disasters in the annals of tran s­ 
atlantic commerce and in fact, in the 
history of steam sailing of the world. 
W ithout a m om ent’s w arning almost, 
the great French liner La Bourgogne, 
w ith 7*25 souls on board, was run do*~u 
by the iron sailing ship C rom arty# re 
and sank w ithin half an hoar, carry* g 
w ith her to the ocean's bottom over $ 9 
of her passengers and crew, while * ae 
balance, who were not draws* .own by 
the fearful suction, struggled! .lid fought 
for life until 163 were at lenfi h rescued 
by the crew of th e 
Croma. ^shire, 
w hich ship survived the ooli'ion. 
The story of the fearful disaster from 
the few officer* aud mein tx rn of the 
crew who were saved is yet to be told, 
but if the words of the passengers who 
were dragged aboard the C rom arty­ 
shire and later bronght into this port by 
the steam er G recian are to be believed 
the last few m inutes on bourd the Bour­ 
gogne witnessed.*'ime of the most te rri­ 
ble scenes of horror aud cruelty that 
have blotted the history of a civilized 
race. 
Instead of the heroic discipline which 
ha* so often been one bright feature of 
such aw ful m om ents, the crew of the 
steam er fought like dem ons for the few 
lifeboats ami rafts, battering the help­ 
less pa*seng°rs aw ay from their only 
m eans of salvation, w ith the result th a t 
the strong overcame the weak and the 
list of one hundred aud sixty-three 
saved contains the nam e of but one 
woman. 
The strong battered down the weak, 
the women aud children being pushed 
far away from any hope of rescue. 
Fists, ours and even knives were used 
by some of the dem ons to keep their 
places. 
The officers s*-emed to have 
beeu powerless before their own men, 
and only four w ere saved. 
The fight 
for life ou the decks of the steam er did 
not last long, for in a little more than 
half an hoar she gave a long lurch to 
port aud went down. 
As the ship sank beneath the surface 
the vortex of the w aters sucked down 
everything on the surface w ithin a cer­ 
tain radius. 
W hen th e suction ceased, 
those still alive saw about 200 bodies 
come out of the w ater w ith a rush, as 
if the sea were giving up the dead after 
having swallowed th e ship. 
But the straggle for life still con­ 
tinued after the ship w ent down. H un­ 
dreds still floated about grasping for 
rafts, boats and w reckage in frantic en ­ 
deavor to keep above w ater. Even then, 
m any of these iu tho boats, if the stor­ 
ies told are to bo believed, showed their 
brutality by beating off those who a t­ 
te*. ted to climb aboard. 
By this tim e the sm all boats of the 
C rom artyshire had come ap and the 
work of rescue began. 
The crew of the 
ship worked heroically and saved every­ 
one who had m anaged to keep above 
w ater, but even then scores fell aw ay 
from boats, rafts aud wreckage, 
ex­ 
hausted, aud were drowned. 
It was all 
over in an hour.

French Liner Goes to the 
Bottom With Five 
Hundred Souls. 


Halifax, July 7.—In one of the thick 
fogs, which at this time of the year 
hang like a pall over the Grand Bank* 
and Sable island in the North Atlantic, 
has occurred one of the most appalling 
ocean disasters in the annals of trans­ 
atlantic commerce and in fact, in the 
history of steam sailing of the world. 
W ithout a moment’s warning almost, 
the great French liner Lu Bourgogne, 
with 725 souls on board, wa* run down 
by the iron sailing ship Cromarty# re 
and sank within half an hour, can't * g 
with her to the ocean's bottom over # 9 
of her |»assengers and crew, while * ae 
balance, who were not drawjr .own by 
the fearful suction, struggled; aid fought

for life ou the decks of the steamer did 
uot last long, for in a little more than 
half an hour she gave a long lurch to 
port and weut down.

Confidence is felt that there will bo 
no friction between the army and navy 
commander* and that the conference bey 
tween them will result in an sirree in en t 
upon a joint plan fear the prosecution of 
the campaign. 
In the event th«( this 
belief sh mid be not well founded, the 
president is prepares! to act himself by 
orders from first hand. 
Th* re is muc h 
of force ta the naval argument that if 
Sampson is obliged to enter Santiago 
harbor before the UWM art captured he

Weakened as it is by tne sending back 
of the torpedohoat destroyers, the Span­ 
ish squadron bound for the Philippines 
seems destined to go to as sure destruc­ 
tion as did Orvera's unlucky ships 
when they hoaded westward from the 
Cape Verde island*. 
The Spaniards are 
without doubt fully aware of the infer­ 
iority of their fleet, aud why they per­ 
sist in sending it to be sunk in the 
Philippines is a mystery.

partment was advised yesterday that 
the squadron was passing through the 
Suez canal, and as the vessels must have 
paid the heavy toll required in advance, 
the indications are now regarded as con­ 
clusive that the ships are actually bound 
for the Philippines.

Her sinking wa* most dramatic. Just 
after midnight die was seen drifting 
slowly oat of the narrow entrance by 
oue of the American scouts.

shell* was hammering down upon her. 
It is not known whether she returned 
the fir**, but the shore batteries opened 
and one h-uicli shell fell on the Indi­ 
ana's byward deck, exploding below.

DONS WILL FIGHT IT OOT 


LA BOURGOGNE. 


French Liner Goes to the 
Bottom W ith 
Five 
Hundred Souls. 


Halifax, July 7.—Iii one of the thick 
fogs, which at this time of the year 
hang like a pall over the Grand Banks 
and Sable island in the North Atlantic, 
has occurred one of the most appalling 
ocean disasters in the annals of trans­ 
atlantic commerce and in fact, in the 
history of steam sailing of the world. 
Without a moment’s warning almost, 
the great French liner Lu Bourgogne, 
with 725 souls on board, was run tkr-m 
by the irou sailing ship Cromarty p* re 
and milk within half an hour, carrel g 
with her to the ocean'* bottom over I 0 
of her {ossengers and crew, w hilg'de 
balance, who were not drawp iOWn by 
the fearful suction, struggled* md fought 
for life until IRS were at len^ b rescued 
by the crew of the 
Croma. ^shire, 
which ship survived the coition. 
The story of the fearful disaster from 
the few officers and members of the 
crew who were saved is yet to be told, 
but if the words of the passengers who 
were dragged aboard the Cromarty­ 
shire and later brought into this port by 
the steamer Grecian are to be believed 
the last few minute*on bourd the Bour­ 
gogne witttessetLsooae of the most terri­ 
ble scenes of horror and cruelty that 
have blotted the history of a civilized 
race. 
Instead of the heroic discipline which 
has so often been one bright feature of 
such awful moments, the crew of the 
steamer fought like demons for the few 
lifeboats aud rafts, battering the help 
less passengers away from their only 
mean* of salvation, with the result that 
the strong overcame the weak aud the 
list of one hundred aud sixty-throe 
saved contains the name of but one 
woman. 
The strong battered down the weak, 
the women aud children being pushed 
far away from any hope of rescue. 
Fiats, oar* and even knives were used 
by some of the demons to keep their 
places. 
The officers **-ruled to have 
been powerless before their own men, 
and only four were saved, 
The fight 
for life on the decks of the steamer did 
not last long, for in a little more than 
half an hour she gave a long larch to 
port and went down. 
As the ship sank beneath the surface 
the vortex of the waters sucked down 
everything on the surface within a cer­ 
tain radius. 
When the suction ceased, 
those still alive saw about 300 bodies 
come out of the water with a rush, a* 
if the sea were giving up the dead after 
haviug swallowed the slap. 
But the struggle for life still con­ 
tinued after the ship went down. Hun­ 
dred* still floated about grasping for 
rafts, boat* and wreckage in frantic en­ 
deavor to keep above water. Even then, 
many of these in the boats, if the stor­ 
ies told are to be believed, showed their 
brutality by beating off those who at­ 
te * . ted to climb aboard. 
By this time the small boats of the 
Cromartyshire had come up and the 
work of rescue began. 
The crew of the 
ship worked heroically and saved every­ 
one who had managed to keep above 
water, but even then scores fell away 
from boats, rafts aud wreckage, ex­ 
hausted, and were drowned. 
It was all 
over in an hour.
